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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


HESSIAN FLY larvae and/or pupae infesting trace to 84 percent of wheat plants in 
north central and northwestern Kansas; infesting wheat in Ottawa County, north- 
east Oklahoma; present in scattered southern areas of Nebraska from Thayer County 
west to Red Willow County, with infestation 0-75 percent; and extremely light 
throughout southeast Ohio. FALL ARMYWORM continues to cause heavy damage to 
small grains, forage and lawn grasses in eastern two-thirds of Texas. (p. 1149). 
RICE DELPHACID found in 7 Louisiana parishes during September; hoja blanca 
disease not found. (pp. 1149-1150). 


CABBAGE LOOPER damaging vegetable crops in areas of California, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas. (p. 1152). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR larval migrations a nuisance to homeowners in Maricopa 
County, Arizona, and in areas of San Joaquin and Fresno Counties, California. 
Cp. bbs).

New State records reported were NATIVE ELM BARK BEETLE (Hylurgopinus rufipes) 
in Nebraska (p. 1155), and LESSER GRAIN BORER (Rhyzopertha dominica) in Delaware 


(p. 1158). New county records reported were SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER in Missis- 
sippi County, Missouri (p. 1149); WALNUT HUSK FLY in Nevada County, California 
(p. 1151) ; CUBAN-LAUREL THRIPS in Santa Barbara County, California (p. 1156) ; 
IMPORTED FIRE ANT in Taylor and Clay Counties, Georgia, and in Washington 
County, Mississippi (p. 1159); and WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES in Union and St. James 
Parishes, Louisiana, Lawrence County, Tennessee, and Lafayette County, Missis- 
sippi (p. 1159).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 29 


Unusually cold air began an eastward and southward push from the country’s north 
central area on the period's opening day. By Thursday, freezing temperatures had 
poured into southern areas of Alabama and Georgia. Average temperatures were 
decidedly below normal from the Great Plains eastward. A generally triangular 
area from Wisconsin to Georgia to Pennsylvania had departures lacking 9° or more 
of being normal. Averages of 13° below normal at Huntington, West Virginia, and 
Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, were the most unseasonable reported. 


As early as Wednesday, Cincinnati, Ohio, had a 23° low. On the following day 
Bismarck, North Dakota, cooled to 11° and the mercury at Elkins, West Virginia, 
dropped to 12° on Saturday. Many new early-season lows were set as well as 
numerous daily record minima being broken from the Plains States to the Atlantic. 
A 33° low at Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, on the 27th, was the coldest fall 
season mark ever. 


In contrast, the Far West was generally experiencing a warmer than normal late 
October. Though freezing was a daily occurrence over much of Nevada, so were 
maxima exceeding 70°. Averages were more than 6° above normal in small areas 
of Wyoming, Oregon and Nevada. Burns, in the plateau region of Oregon, regis- 
tered the highest average with an 8° departure. 


Precipitation totals over the Nation were mostly light, with the greatest amounts 
being recorded in the Oklahoma-Texas region, the Great Lakes States and New 
England. Some heavy thundershowers left amounts over 2 inches in both Dallas 

and Fort Worth, Texas, while McAlester, Oklahoma, had a 4-inch rain on the after- 
noon of the 28th. A twister struck 30 miles northwest of San Antonio, Texas, 
razing a hangar, uprooting trees, and moving a barn across a road, Hail was 
reported to have covered the ground and accompanying rain totaled near 5 inches. 


Many snowstorms in the lee of the Great Lakes and in the upper Mississippi Valley 
deposited locally heavy amounts from Iowa and Minnesota into New England. On the 
24th, thunder and lightning accompanied a snow shower at Utica, New York, and 
snowplows were at work near Akron, Ohio. The following day, Pellston, Michigan, 
reported a 77-inch snowstorm, but Paw Paw, Michigan, had a 13.5=-inch fall. Amounts 
from 8 to 12 inches were reported from West Virginia northward in the Appalachians 
during the stormy period. Cleveland, Ohio, collected a record 7 inches for so 
early in the season on the 26th. In Maine, Millinocket reported a 9-inch cover 
the same day, while on the 27th, Greenville measured 13 inches. (Summary sup- 
plied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - OKLAHOMA - Infesting wheat in Ottawa 
County, northeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Larvae and/or pupae found in 
each of 42 wheat fields examined in north central and northwestern areas; ranged 
trace to 84 percent of plants infested, Flies found in all early planted wheat 
examined. (Painter, Peters). NEBRASKA - Recent survey showed puparia present 

in scattered southern areas of State from Thayer County west to Red Willow 
County. Recent reports revealed some dead wheat. One field showed such evi- 
dence during survey. Infestation ranged 0-75 percent. (Bergman). OHIO - 
Extremely light throughout southeast area; only small numbers of infested 
volunteer wheat plants found in Hocking, Athens and Fairfield Counties. No 
fall-sown wheat plants showed damage. No infested volunteer or fall-sown wheat . 
plants in Lawrence, Gallia, Scioto and Pike Counties showed damage. (Lyon). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - ARIZONA - Continues to cause serious 
damage to grain sorghum in Cochise and Graham Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Continues to cause heavy damage 

to small grains, forage and lawn grasses in eastern two-thirds of State. Infes- 
tation now extends westward to line roughly from Childress, Childress County, to 
Del Rio, Val Verde County. (Newton). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - MISSOURI - Survey conducted 
in 5 extreme southeastern counties. Average percent girdled stalks, by county, 
as follows: Pemiscot, 43.7; Dunklin, 34.6; Stoddard, 27.4; Butler, 11.4; 
Mississippi, found in one field for first county record. Dissection of stalks 
in some fields showed percent infestation was higher in most cases than percent 
girdled stalks. (Munson, Keaster). : 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - TEXAS - Boring below ground, 
down center of young wheat plants in Baylor County; strips 2-3 feet long in rows 
in some fields being killed. (McClung). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - ARKANSAS - Continues active. Light trap catches 
of moths at Kelso Experiment Station, Desha County (southeast) ranged as follows: 
290, September 20-26; 204, September 27-October 3; 281, October 4-10; 133, 
October 11-17; 42, October 18-24. Larvae in northwest area legumes ranged 8-10 
per 100 sweeps; all instars on late corn in Washington County (northwest) as 

late as October 25. Current cooler weather expected to reduce and stop activity. 
(Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


A SCARAB (Anomala sp.) - TEXAS - Moderate numbers of adults feeding in and around 
corn tassels in rather widespread areas of Hidalgo County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., 
Bente). 


WIREWORMS - OKLAHOMA - Countywide infestations in small grains reported from 
Kingfisher County, central area; light counts also observed in seedling alfalfa 
and small grains in Tillman County, southwest area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - NEW MEXICO - Spotted infestations found in wheat 
near Lovington, Lea County; as high as 19 per linear foot in some fields. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Light locally in Payne and Cleveland Counties. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). 


A ROOT APHID (Rhopalosiphum rufiabdominalis) - NEBRASKA - Light in wheat through- 
out southern part of State. (Bergman). 


RICE DELPHACID (Sogata orizicola) - LOUISIANA - Found during month in Evange- 
line, St. James, St. John the Baptist and Vermilion Parishes. Additional 
infestations found in Iberia, St. Martin and St. Mary Parishes. Reinfestations 
found in fields previously treated in Iberia and St. Martin Parishes. Extremely 
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light populations continued common, except in one field in St. Mary Parish with 
very high population; ranged 2 adults per sweep; adults and nymphs found visually. 
Examination of fields in St. Mary and Iberia Parishes, where largest number of 
vectors were known to be present, failed to indicate presence of hoja blanca. 
(PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - NEBRASKA - Moderate adult numbers found on 
corn plants in Thayer County. Indications were that these insects had not yet 
gone into overwintering habitat. Freezing temperatures occurring in area. 
(Bergman). 


GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Several species continue moderate to tops of mountains 
bordering East Canyon and ridges in Smithfield Canyon, Cache County. (Knowlton). 
COLORADO - Melanoplus spp. very numerous in northeastern Weld County. (Simpson). 
WISCONSIN - Of Melanoplus femurrubrum females examined in western Dane and 
northeastern Iowa Counties, 68 percent still had not oviposited. For all prac- 
tical purposes, search for eggs fruitless. Grasshoppers apparently killed by 
fungi and bacterial diseases unusually noticeable in several fields. Examination 
of M. differentialis females present revealed high percent still contained eggs. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - M. differentialis quite inactive throughout central 
and southeastern areas; feeding noneconomic. Heavy damage occurred earlier to 
many corn plant leaves. (Lyon). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - VIRGINIA - Moderate in all alfalfa surveyed in 
Roanoke, Nelson and Albemarle Counties. (Pienknowsky). MARYLAND - Averaged 75 
per sweep on alfalfa at Westminster, Carroll County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
WISCONSIN - Low in western Dane County alfalfa; averaged less than 1 per sweep. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). KANSAS - Ranged from trace to 100 per sweep in 21 fields of 
alfalfa checked in Mitchell, Osborne, Rooks, Graham, Sheridan, Cheyenne, Rawlins 
and Decatur Counties. (Painter, Peters). OKLAHOMA - Light on alfalfa in south- 
eastern, central and south central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Moderate 

to very numerous in some alfalfa in Salt Lake and Cache Counties. (Knowlton). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - KANSAS - Several egg-laying forms 
collected in alfalfa in Norton County, northwest. Examination of 21 fields in 
Mitchell, Osborne, Rooks, Graham, Sheridan, Cheyenne, Rawlins and Decatur Counties 
negative for egg-laying forms. Counts of parthenogenetic forms in fields exam- 
ined ranged 0-75 per sweep. (Painter, Peters). ARKANSAS - None taken in surveys 
conducted during past 3 weeks in northwest area of State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
OKLAHOMA - Light on alfalfa checked in southeastern, south central, southwestern, 
central and north central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Present but rare in 
Brigham City area, Box Elder County. (Knowlton). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - UTAH - Continue moderate in alfalfa at Paradise, Hyde 
Park, Nibley and Millville, Cache County; 5 percent still nymphs in Cache and 
Box Elder Counties. (Knowlton). ARKANSAS - L. lineolaris ranged 30-40 per 100 
Sweeps in northwest area legumes. Cool weather decreased activity. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). MARYLAND - L. lineolaris averaged 1 per sweep on red clover at West- 
minster, Carroll County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Continues very 
active in alfalfa in Maricopa and Pinal Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CUTWORMS - ARIZONA - Several species damaging alfalfa in portions of Maricopa 
County. (Ariz. Coopeasune)r. 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEW MEXICO - Counts per 25 sweeps in 
alfalfa ranged 8-10 in Roosevelt County and 3-5 in southern Eddy County. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Heavy, local infestations appearing on vetch in oat-vetch 
plantings in Harris County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Matheny). 
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ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - VIRGINIA - None found in field of alfalfa 
checked in Roanoke County. larvae, second through fourth instar, averaged 62 
per 100 sweeps in field in Nelson County; field apparently treated; one adult 
collected in several hundred sweeps. Two larvae per 25 sweeps taken in treated 
field and 4 larvae per 25 sweeps taken in another field in Albemarle County; 6, 
2 and 7 larvae per 25 sweeps taken in other untreated fields in same county. 
(Pienknowsky) . 


SOYBEAN CYST NEMATODE (Heterodera glycines) - Surveys in 4 counties in TENNESSEE 
show one new property in Madison County infested. Surveys in the CAROLINAS, 
GEORGIA, ALABAMA, ARKANSAS and OKLAHOMA negative. (PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 
One additional property found infested in Hickman County, KENTUCKY. Surveys in 
other counties in State and in ILLINOIS, MISSOURI and IOWA negative. (PPC, Cent. 
Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 


A LEAF MINER (Liriomyza munda) - CALIFORNIA - Present in planting of safflower 
in Sutter County. Apparently first leaf miner record for this host. (Cal. Coop. 
Rite) ie 


PIPEVINE SWALLOWTAIL (Battus philenor) - TEXAS - Large numbers of larvae appear- 
ing in home lawns in Nueces County; reported causing damage. (Nolan). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - UTAH - Larvae moderately damaged English 
and black walnuts in Utah County (Knowlton, Acord), and English walnuts as far 
north as Brigham City in Box Elder County (Knowlton, Allred). CALIFORNIA - Larva 
taken from walnut husk in Grass Valley for first record in Nevada County. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - LOUISIANA - Severe throughout State on pecans. 
(Cancienne, Oct. 16). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Fifth and 
final treatment of infestation in Kerman, Fresno County, completed October 19. 
Over 37,000 gallons of spray material applied to approximately 14,000 host 
plants on 2,000 properties. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GRAPEVINE APHID (Aphis illinoisensis) - OHIO - Aphids on grape leaves 100 percent 
parasitized leaves at University Farm, Franklin County. (Lyon). 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) -— MEXICO - Treatment continued at Tijuana, 
Baja California; sixth treatment completed and seventh started. Total of 5,469 
trap inspections at Tijuana, Tecate and Ensenada, Baja California, of 1,619 traps 
on 845 properties negative. Number of adults trapped on 6 traps in operation in 
Santa Rosa Canyon west of Linares, Nuevo Leon, considerably reduced; 3 traps in 
Municipio Hualahuises, Nuevo Leon, now yielding large numbers. (PPC, Mex. Reg., 
Sept. Rpt.). TEXAS - All traps inspected on schedule, with negative results; 
additional trapping underway in Willacy, Cameron and Hidalgo Counties before 
opening of harvest season on October 1. (PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - 
Ninth and final bait spray application in program area of San Diego County to be 
completed by early November. Continuing surveys on both sides of International 
Border negative. All detection and survey has been negative in State this season. 
(Gate Coop: Rpt.) . 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata) - FLORIDA —- Approximately 21,000 
traps inspected on a 2-week, or more frequent schedule, with negative results. 
Spraying in Palm Beach County continued. Trapping in other Southeastern States 
negative. (PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 
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CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - MEXICO - Biological Control Zone - 
Inspection of 72,849 trees in State of Tamaulipas on 24 properties shows 1,936 
trees infested on 7 properties. In Municipio Llera, Tamaulipas, capture of a 
parasitic eulophid (Prospaltella opulenta) numbered 15,100 specimens which were 
liberated in Municipio Victoria, Tamaulipas. Total of 242,500 specimens of 

P. opulenta captured in Campeche, Campeche, and in Rio Verde, San Luis Potosi; 
236,300 specimens of P. opulenta were liberated in the following areas: Ciudad 
Obregon, Sonora; Iguala, Guerrero; Leon, Guanajuato and Tapachula, Chiapas. 
Reports indicate parasite liberations needed in 12 states; number of locations 
where captures may be made far exceeds number of places where liberations are 
needed. Chemical Control Zone - Inspection of 104,128 citrus trees on 2,655 
properties in States of Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas and Sonora shows no infestations. 
Second application to 16,646 trees on 10 properties and third application to 
54,106 trees on 157 properties in Municipio Allende, Nuevo Leon, completed. 
These totals include 13,765 nursery trees receiving second application and 
3,400 nursery trees receiving third application. (PPC, Mex. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 


WHITEFLIES - CALIFORNIA - Eggs and young larvae medium on citrus in Visalia, 
Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES - UTAH - Unspecified species discolored home orchard apple tree 
foliage at Hyde Park, Hyrum and Millville in Cache County. (Knowlton). OHIO - 
Panonychus ulmi eggs and adults light to moderate on apple foliage and fruit 
at University Farm, Franklin County. Adults heaviest on fruits near stem and 
calyx areas; eggs abundant on twigs and branches. (Lyon). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - MARYLAND - Found on apple fruit at 
Joppa, Harford County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - COLORADO - Alate forms returning to peach 
trees. Egg-laying females not yet found. (Bulla). 


DRIED-FRUIT BEETLE (Carpophilus hemipterus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy in fig 
fruit in Lockwood, Monterey County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in cabbage plantings in 
Indio, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Continues to injure 
lettuce and related crops in Maricopa and parts of Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Damaging lettuce in Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
TEXAS - Moderate, widespread populations occurring on various garden vegetables 
including mustard, turnips, cabbage and Squash, in Jefferson County. (Crocker). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - NEW MEXICO - Damaging Dona Ana County lettuce. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW MEXICO - Damaging lettuce in Dona Ana County. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


EUROPEAN GRAIN MOTH (Nemapogon ranella) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in mush- 
rooms in Bellota, San Joaquin County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - OHIO - Nymphs and adults heavy on field- 
grown tomatoes at University Farm, Franklin County; ranged 20-25 per leaflet, 
with moderate to heavy damage. (Lyon). 


BEAN APHID (Aphis fabae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on bean plants in Merced, Merced 
County. (CalenCoop.eRpt.)): 
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CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - OREGON - Considerable numbers appear to 
have been blown into broccoli fields in Gresham area of Multnomah County during 
mid-October. Controls necessary. (Hanna). OHIO - Moderate to heavy on leaves 

ei ae garden cabbage near Wheelersburg, Scioto County; damage appeared light. 
Lyon). 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - Surveys covering many 
LOUISIANA parishes revealed 14 new infestations, all in known infested areas. 
Surveys were negative in MISSISSIPPI. One new infestation found in Houston 
County, ALABAMA. Survey of harvested sweetpotatoes increased in GEORGIA. 
Considerable treatment of fields underway in this State and in FLORIDA, with 
satisfactory results. Controls consisting mainly of inspection of sweetpotatoes 
offered ro sale in retail outlets continued in SOUTH CAROLINA. (PPC, So. Reg., 
Sept. Rpt.). 


WIREWORMS (Conoderus spp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Caused very little damage to 
sweetpotatoes in Wilson, Johnston, Sampson and Wayne Counties. (Mount). 


LEAF MINERS (Liriomyza spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Leaf mining by L. pictella heavy in 
Chinese green beans in Fresno, Fresno County. Medium populations of Liriomyza 
sp., probably langei, mining green onion crops in Thermal, Riverside County. 
Liriomyza sp. heavy in tomato plant foliage in Otay, San Diego County. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - OHIO - Heavy on tobacco plants in Gallia and 
Lawrence Counties; ranged 75-80 per blossom on unharvested plants. Populations 
confined to upper terminal leaves and blossoms; lower leaves not significantly 
infested. (Lyon). 


COTTON INSECTS 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - Infestations in Waco and Harlingen 
Districts of TEXAS continue light, with occasional "hot spots" reported. The 
first specimens of the season detected outside of Texas taken from lint cleaners 
in Jefferson County, OKLAHOMA, and De Soto Parish, LOUISIANA. The latter were 
found on a lint cleaner which ginned 4 bales of cotton grown in Texas and 25 
bales grown in Louisiana. (PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). Five larvae collected 
during season; 4 in De Soto Parish and 1 in Sabine Parish. Larva in De Soto 
Parish collected from lint cleaner; other 4 from gin trash machines. Presently, 
6 gin trash machines are in operation in State and will continue to operate 
until ginning of cotton is completed. (Cancienne, Oct. 16). OKLAHOMA - Limited 
gin trash inspections, by county, showed following counts: Jefferson, 101 per 

25 bushels; Comanche, 33 per 12 bushels; Hughes, 3 per 100 bushels; Okfuskee, 

11 per 100 bushels. Lint cleaner inspections in Tillman, Stephens and Jefferson 
Counties positive, and negative in Muskogee and Sequoyah Counties. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur. ARIZONA - First larvae in 1962 cotton crop collected from gin trash north 
of Glendale, Maricopa County, on September 12. Six larvae collected at Safford, 
Graham County, September 22. Male collected in light trap in a mountain pass 
area in Pinal County on September 24. (PPC, West. Reg., Sept. Rpt.) . CALIFORNIA - 
Over 2,300 bushels of gin trash processed in Imperial, Riverside, Kern, Kings, 
Tulare, Fresno and Madera Counties, with negative results. Light trapping 
continuing in all cotton areas while green boll inspection and lint cleaner 
examinations underway in San Joaquin Valley. (GalesCGoop. Rpt.) 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - LOUISIANA - Heavy populations developing in 
second-growth cotton throughout State; diapausing weevils numerous in these old 
bolls. Plowing under of old stalks is good cultural practice, and should reduce 
early infestations on 1963 cotton crop. (Cancienne, Oct. 16). 
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CELERY LEAF TIER (Udea rubigalis) - CALIFORNIA - Larval numbers in gin trash 
medium to heavy in Blythe and Ripley, Riverside County, and heavy in Winterhaven, 
Imperial County.

FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


PINE PARK BEETLES - TEXAS - Activity of Dendroctonus frontalis continued to 
decline during September. Aerial detection over entire epidemic area showed 325 
spots which appeared to be active. Active brood trees found in only few of 
these spots when ground checked; however, these spots had large number of brood 
trees. Efforts intensified to locate all active brood trees and apply control 
to each found. Ips avulsus, I. grandicollis and I. calligraphus continued to 
kill small groups of merchantable pine trees throughout southern half of eastern 
part of State. These species often found in combination with D. frontalis. 

D. terebrans reported to have killed merchantable pine in Houston, San Jacinto, 
Montgomery and Walker Counties. (Texas For. Pest Comm., Sept. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - 
Scolytus ventralis infestation in 1,000-acre stand of white fir in Mill Creek 
area of El Dorado National Forest remained static during summer, but fades now 
appearing. Logging in progress in this area. (K. Beechel, USFS). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - MARYLAND - Light on several white 
pines at College Park, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


OAK SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix ainsliella) - OHIO - Damage quite heavy in many 
parts of southeast area; oak leaves 60-75 percent skeletonized at roadside park 
near Pomeroy, Meigs County. (Lyon). 


VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR (Heterocampa manteo) - OKLAHOMA - Continues to 
cause considerable damage and concern in eastern part of State. (Okla. Coop. 
Simcoe 


NOTODONTIDS (Datana spp.) - TEXAS - Widespread populations of Datana sp., near 

or robusta, severely defoliating scattered oak trees in Brazos County. (Newton). 
One, or combination of D. ministra, D. integerrima and Datana sp., near or 
robusta, defoliated many red, post and live oak trees throughout southern portion 
of eastern part of State. (Texas For. Pest Comm., Sept. Rpt.). 


LINDEN LOOPER (Erannis tiliaria) - VERMONT - Large numbers of male moths observed 
about lights in Burlington area, Chittenden County. (MacCollom). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - Final inspection and removal of traps in NEW YORK 
resulted in additional adult recoveries in Westchester and Franklin Counties. In 
Westchester County, 21 additional adults taken from 7 traps; in Franklin County, 
additional collections made in Franklin, Burke and Chateaugay Townships. In latter 
township, one positive trap located within, and another on edge of 1962 spray 
blocks. Infested oak containing 12 new and one old egg mass found near trap site 
in Mamakating Township, Sullivan County, at which 3 males were taken. Trap 
removal in New York about completed except in Essex and Franklin Counties. In 

NEW JERSEY, 114 adults taken in 90 of 4,632 traps this season. Observations in 
vicinity of several positive trap sites in Jefferson Township, Morris County, 
revealed one new and one old egg cluster. (Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 
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WALKINGSTICK (Diapheromera femorata) - OKLAHOMA - Defoliated oaks throughout 
Sequoyah County; also damaging in other eastern areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


ELM BARK BEETLES - NORTH CAROLINA —- Responsible for transmission of Dutch elm 
disease in elms near Greensboro, Guilford County. Several infection points 
found in or near this locality. (Kelman, Farrier). NEBRASKA - Identification 
and verification of Hylurgopinus rufipes received showing presence on American 
elm (Ulmus americana) in Seward County, August 23, 1962. This is a new State 
record. (Bergman). CALIFORNIA - Scolytus multistriatus heavy in Chinese elm 
street plantings in Chula Vista, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - OKLAHOMA - Continues destructive on pecan 
and elm trees throughout eastern half of State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A CERAMBYCID (Neoclytus sp.) - TEXAS - Causing light, localized damage to 
mesquite trees in Comanche County. (Dickson). 


APHIDS - UTAH - Unspecified species continue numerous on Norway maples and 
willows at Hyde Park, Smithfield and Providence in Cache County. Lachnus 
salignus on bark,and Chaitophorus sp. on leaves of willows extremely numerous 
at Brigham City, Box Elder County. (Knowlton). COLORADO - L. salignus very 
common on willows and other trees. (Simpson). Schizolachnus piniradiatae on 
pines in Denver area. (Hantsbarger). OHIO - L. salignus nymphs and adults 
heavy on some willows in Franklin County; large masses occurred on stems. No 
predators observed. (Walker). MARYLAND - Pineus strobi heavy and Cinara strobi 
light to moderate on single, large specimens of white pine in College Park, 
Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


COCCIDS - COLORADO - Aspidiotus perniciosus, Gossyparia spuria and Lecanium 
(Hea Ean CoE 


nigrofasciatum infesting elms in Denver area. 


CYNIPID GALLS - TEXAS - Several types occurring at various locations over State, _ 
particularly on live oak trees, and causing concern to residents. (Newton). 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Megalopyge opercularis) - TEXAS - Infestation on various 
ornamentals and shade trees heavier than usual in Harris and Tarrant Counties. 
(Kay, Graves). 7; 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - OHIO = Presence quite apparent throughout 
southeast; all honeylocusts examined infested, with moderate to heavy damage. 
(Lyon). 


AZALEA LEAF MINER (Gracilaria azaleella) -— CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy on leaves 
of azalea plants in El Cerrito, Contra Costa County. Adults occurred much later 
in 1962 than in former years. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


LEAF CRUMPLER (Acrobasis indigenella) - NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting pyracantha in 
Hyde and Dare Counties. Det. by R. L. Rabb. (Mount). 


A SCOLYTID (Xyleborus morstatti) - FLORIDA - Lightly infesting periwinkle (Vinca 
sp.) at St. Petersburg, Pinellas County, October 15. (lan Coop, sux): 


Monroe County (Oct. ; moderate on Annona cherimola at Delray Beach, Palm Beach 
County (Oct. 16); and Murraya paniculata at Ft. Lauderdale, Broward County 

(Oct. 18). Aspidiotus cyanophylli severe on 6 Thrinax parviflora at St. 
Petersburg, Pinellas County (Oct. 17). Ceroplastes floridensis severe on Rhodo- 
dendron sp. and Fatsia sp. at Monticello, Jefferson County (Oct. 16) and moderate 
to severe on Feijoa sp. at Ridge Manor, Hernando County. Plants were quarantined 
for this scale, Chrysomphalus aonidum infesting Cinnamomum camphora and Camellia

CUBAN-LAUREL THRIPS (Gynaikothrips ficorum) - CALIFORNIA - All stages heavy 

on Ficus retusa nursery stock in Santa Barbara, Santa Barbara County. This 

is first record for Santa Barbara County and farthest north species has been 
found in State; however, not yet established in field plantings. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 
STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period October 12-18, a total of 70,236,650 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square miles covered 

in the average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 800 sterile 
flies per square mile over the general area, with additional flies being released 
in areas favorable to screw-worm populations. A total of 1,817 screw-worm cases 
was reported during the period. New counties reported infested were Wood and 
Bowie, TEXAS, and Lincoln and Johnston, OKLAHOMA. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - UTAH - Continues active in Hyde Park-Benson 

area, Cache County; some annoyance to cattle occurring. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - 
Averaged 0.5 per head on animals in Stillwater area, Payne County; up somewhat 

from previous week. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - UTAH - Populations mostly disappeared in northern 
areas. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - Continues to decline; ranged 5-10 per head on 
animals in Stillwater area, Payne County, north central; low counts also observed 
in southeastern area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). GEORGIA - Averaged 40 per animal on 
nurse cows in Spalding County. (Roberts). 


CATTLE GRUBS (Hypoderma spp.) - UTAH - Use of systemics for control underway in 
eastern Box Elder County. (Knowlton, Allred). Controls applied to 8,000 cattle 
in Weber County. (Knowlton, Boyer). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA - Becoming annoying in homes; barn counts 
continue to decline. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Populations high in eastern 
part of State. (Bergman). Populations extremely high in residential areas of 
Crete, Saline County. (Rapp). 


MOSQUITOES - OREGON - Populations heavier than in several years in Forest Grove and 
Hillsboro areas of Washington County. (Hanna). UTAH - Unspecified species con- 
tinue present in meadows and fields in Benson-Hyde Park area, Cache County. Some 
annoyance continues in fields in Brigham City-Corrine area, Box Elder County. 
(Knowlton). ARIZONA - Very prevalent in parts of Pinal County, especially in 

areas flooded during September. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


BLACK FLIES — UTAH - Unspecified species annoying hunters and fishermen in Porcu- 
pine Reservoir-East Canyon area and in areas of nearby mountains in Cache County; 
and in Logan County and Monte Cristo areas. (Knowlton). 


CATTLE LICE - UTAH - Heavy on few cattle in Benson, Cache County. (Knowlton). 
Controls applied to 8,000 cattle in Weber County. (Knowlton, Boyer). 


BLOODSUCKING CONENOSE (Triatoma Sanguisuga) - OKLAHOMA - Reported biting people 
in homes in Oklahoma City area. Clay Coom, Swe.) . 


WASPS - NEW MEXICO - Unspecified species extremely abundant in and around build- 
ings in Chaves and Roosevelt Counties. GQ, Wl, COM> MyoRes)) « 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - UTAH - Annoyance occurring to increasing 
number of homeowners in northern and central areas of State. (Knowlton). 

OKLAHOMA - Extensive invasion of homes causing considerable concern in Stillwater 
and Oklahoma City areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Annoying residents in 
Frederick and Prince Georges Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A GRASS BUG (Arhyssus scutatus) - CALIFORNIA - Medium to heavy adult populations 
migrating, collecting on screens and invading residences in Merced, Merced County. 
Household invasions causing considerable annoyance to residents. (O. Lopp) . Popu- 
lations in dooryards medium in Dos Palos, Merced County, and heavy in Chico, 
Butte County. More plentiful this fall than in past years. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A GROUND BEETLE (Platynus maculicollis) - CALIFORNIA - Invasion of households 
heavy in Auburn, Placer County, and in Gardenland, Sacramento County. This is 
normal occurrence in certain areas in Sacramento River area each year. (Cane 


Coop. Rpt.). 
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SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Larvae continue to cause 
concern in suburban areas of Maricopa County. Many miles of aluminum foil have 
been constructed to prevent migration. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Migra- 
ting from many cotton fields along west side of San Joaquin Valley. In vicinity 
of Coalinga, Fresno County, constitute particular nuisance threat, invading town. 
Trench has been dug between town and adjacent cotton plantings; insecticidal 
mixture to be applied in trench to stop further migration. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - RHODE ISLAND - Larvae found in home 
in Johnston, Providence County. (Mathewson). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - NORTH DAKOTA - Entering homes in several 
localities over State. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). COLORADO - Occasional occurrence 
reported in Fort Collins area, Larimer County. (Simpson). 


TERMITES - COLORADO - Reticulitermes spp. found under rocks and other cover in 
field. (Simpson). Termite damage reported from Littleton, Arapahoe County, and 
Pueblo, Pueblo County. (Hantsbarger). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - TEXAS - Causing moderate damage in 
feed and seed warehouses in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Day). 


LESSER GRAIN BORER (Rhyzopertha dominica) - NEW MEXICO - Heavy in stored grain 
on farm near Roswell, Chavez County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). DELAWARE - Infested 
small quantity of stored grain in Wilmington, New Castle County. Collected 
October 119; 19625 by J. Evans; Det. by De HE. Bray.) Ths is ja new state record. 
(Burbutis) . 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium) - OKLAHOMA - Properties checked in Jackson 
and Kiowa Counties, with negative results. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - COLORADO - Hippodamia convergens present in large numbers under 
clumps of grass in Fort Collins area, Larimer County. (Simpson). UTAH - Some 
activity by unspecified species in alfalfa continues in northern and eastern 
areas. (Knowlton). OHIO - Adalia spp. larvae and adults plentiful on aphid 
infested tomato plants at University Farm, Franklin County; 6 beetles counted 
on one plant. (Lyon). 


DAMSEL BUGS (Nabis spp.) - ARKANSAS - Continue active in northwest area legumes. 
‘(Ark. Ins. Sur.). COLORADO - N. ferus very numerous in foothills west of Fort 
Collins, Larimer County.

wheat in Lea County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


A RAIN BEETLE (Pleocoma dubitalis dubitalis) - OREGON - Flights of this scarab 
observed 2.5 miles west of Forest Grove, Washington County, October 15. (Hanna). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Inspection of nursery and residen- 
tial sites in Houston, TEXAS, negative. Infestations found for the first time 
in Union Parish, at Farmerville, and St. James Parish, at Lutcher, in LOUISIANA. 
Both infestations delimited but not treated. Extensions of known infestations 
found in East Baton Rouge, Tangipahoa and Washington Parishes. Survey in 
ARKANSAS revealed a small infestation at Heth, St. Francis County; infestations 
in West Memphis, Crittenden County, and Burdette, Mississippi County, were 
treated. Infestations found for the first time in Lawrence County, TENNESSEE, 
at Loretto Community; extensions of several known infested areas also found. 
Specimens found on University of Mississippi campus at Oxford, Lafayette County, 
MISSISSIPPI; infestation involves 6 sections. This is a new county record. 
Surveys and treatments continued in ALABAMA and GEORGIA, with extensions of 
known infestations found in latter State. (PPC, So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). Ground 
treatment completed on 15 acres at Hazel, Calloway County, KENTUCKY. (PPC, Cent. 
Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - Turf treatment completed at National 
Airport, Washington, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA; treatment started at Andrews Air 
Force Base, MARYLAND. At Idlewild and La Guardia Airports, Long Island, 

NEW YORK, treatment expected to be completed this fall. By end of September, 
positive collections made in nonregulated sections of New England at 4 trap 
sites in MAINE and 29 trap sites in VERMONT. Maps showing newly regulated 
areas as of September 21 were distributed immediately. (PPC, East. Reg., Sept. 
Rpt.). Ground treatments completed in Carroll County; Louisville, Jefferson 
County; Lothair, Perry County; and Lexington, Fayette County, KENTUCKY. Soil 
treatment of 583 acres at Cleveland-Hopkins Airport and NASA terminal completed 
in OHIO; elsewhere in the State, local treatments were done. Trapping in 
Iroquois County, ILLINOIS, failed to show any appreciable extensions. Outlying 
infestations were treated in East Peoria, Creve Coeur, Paris, Casey, Vermilion, 
suburbs of Chicago, Bensonville, North Lake and Franklin Park. In MICHIGAN, 
adults continued to be collected as traps were removed in the Metropolitan area 
of Detroit and also in Berrien County in late September; 13 new locations were 
found in Berrien County while removing traps during week of September 17. Two 
dead adults collected in Kansas City area, KANSAS, in area where one adult was 
recovered in trap in fall of 1961. Thorough scouting of area did not reveal 
additional specimens. (PPC, Cent. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) — Surveys in ARKANSAS negative, 
with exception of 2 mounds in Union County about 0.5 mile from treated area, 
Inspections in 10 counties in TENNESSEE were negative. Infestation found and 
treated at Camp Lejeune Marine Corps Base, Onslow County, NORTH CAROLINA, and 
extensions found in Jasper and Calhoun Counties, SOUTH CAROLINA. Aerial treat- 
ment underway in Muscogee, Tift, Effingham and Bulloch Counties, GEORGIA; infes- 
tations found for the first time in 2 counties, viz. ,Taylor County on September 11 
and Clay County on September 12. Both infestations are small. Treatment of 
mounds started in Atlanta area, Fulton County. Bait treatment applied in 
Escambia, Hillsborough, Santa Rosa, Okaloosa and Walton Counties, FLORIDA. Bait 
demonstration plots established in Baldwin, Chambers, Crenshaw, Dallas, Elmore, 
Monroe and Tuscaloosa Counties, ALABAMA. Aerial bait application started in 
Hinds and Copiah Counties, MISSISSIPPI. Collection made for the first time at 
Greenville, Washington County, on September 15; infestation consisted of one 
mound. Control work started in Morehouse and Union Parishes, LOUISIANA; 
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appraisal survey made in northern and southern parts of State, with some exten= 
sions of infestations found. Surveys in some infested counties in TEXAS revealed 
some extensions. (PPC,So. Reg., Sept. Rpt.). GEORGIA - Heavy in greater Atlanta 
area of De Kalb and Fulton Counties. (Johnson). 


VINEGAR FLIES (Drosophila spp.) - OHIO - Adults heavy near decaying vegetables 

and fruits at University Farm, Franklin County; 8-10 per grape berry, 60-70 per 
tomato fruit, several hundred per pumpkin. Flies occurred on spoiled or over-ripe 
produce. (Walker, Lyon).
